ST. LAWRENCE SEAWAY 
Interest Picks Up In Vast Project 
By Charles A, Bowman 

Cobble Hill, British Columbia. 

A great electrical engineer, Charles P. 
Steinmetz, is credited with the predic- 
(ion that the St. Lawrence river would 
someday be the strategic artery of com- 
meree of the western world. 

The St. Lawrence seaway is a de- 
velopment plan to open up a navigable 
thannel of 27 feet or more in depth over 

he entire 2,350 miles from Duluth on 
ake Superior, or from Chicago up 
ake Michigan, to the open Atlantic at 
che Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

Actually, nature has already provided 
90 per cent of this waterway. There is 
work to be done on about 120 miles to 
ypen the seaway right through for 
oeean shipping and the largest freight- 
ers of the upper lakes. 

There are signs of more immediate in- 
terest, however, in the St, Lawrence 
project as an undeveloped source of 
hydro-electrie power, a project which 
has the support of Gov. ‘Thomas EF. Dew- 
ay of New York, as well as responsible 
authorities on the Canadian side. For 
the St. Lawrence development is an in- 
ternational project, to be undertaken in 
neighborly copartnership between Can- 
ada. and the United States.
